§uiinn to the rapid influx of immigration to our 
northwest country, it has been very difficult 
to supply the demand of settlers with houses of 
sufficient warmth and strength to meet the severity 
of the climate, and many plans have been offered 
of a portable nature, about all of which have been 
mere shells and inadequate for the comfortable 
protection of the inhabitant, and are only portable 
before erection, and generally require skilled work- 
men to put them together at about the same ex- 
pense as ordinary house building. Thus parties 
living at a distance from the cities and towns eith- 
er have to employ carpenters at a high rate or 
undertake the work themselves, which generally re- 
sults in not having their houses as comfortable as 
the climate demands, which is not only a source of 
considerable expense to keep them warm, (especi- 
ally when wood is scarce) but also a dangerous 
•state of affairs in very cold weather such as is often 
experienced in mid-winter in this northern climate, 
more particularly on the unprotected prairies where 
wind and cold have full play. The Forrest 
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Portable House is constructed in sections, the 
walls being double and provided with an air space 
and lined with thick paper, so as to be frost proof as 
well as wind proof, as much so, at least, as any 
wooden structure can be made, and the greatest 
care has been taken and brain work expended by 
the inventor to simplify it in its construction and 
arrangment so as to not only exclude frost and 
wind, but at the same time be so simple in its erec- 
tion that any one having any idea of mechanism 
at all can put one together in a much shorter 
space of time than can be done on any other plan. 
Thus, not only saving the expense of workmen, 
but a very great saving of time, which is all import- 
ant in this country. 

ANOTHER GREAT ARGUMENT 
in their favor is their extreme portability. In this 
country the growth of villages, towns, and cities 
are so rapid, that what is in the country this year 
may be in the city next year, and parties may 
want to replace their first small house by some- 
thing more imposing, and if it be made of a per- 
manent nature will require the almost total 
destruction of the material contained therein 
to move it. But on the Forrest plan the building 
can be taken down much quicker, without 
drawing a nail or splitting a board and moved 
any distance at will, and at less expense in 
handling than ordinary lumber, and yet remain in 
as good order as before the first erection, and be 
re-erected with the same ease as at first. 
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ALSO 

when short leases only can be obtained for lots, 
these buildings can be erected and moved at 
expiration of lease at very little above the cost of 
hauling the lumber contained therein.

"It can be erected or taken down at will in a few 
hours, a farmer wishing a house on his farm can 
have it all complete without the aid of carpenters 
and if desirous can change his locality in the same 
length of time. A model house over one hundred 
feet long and two stories high, fitted and furnished 
with beds, bedding, carpets and everything com- 
plete to accommodate one hundred and fifty guests 
has just been erected on the corner of Logan and 
Mary streets, near Main street, and all done in the 
short space of twenty-four hours, showing what 
can be done on this plan. It is put together in 
three feet sections on the principle of dovetails 
and grooves, which is the strongest mode of 
erecting wooden structures. 

"They are designed all sizes and prices and for 
all purposes, such as railway stations, hotels, board- 
ing houses, farm and city dwellings, stores, etc." 

The Winnipeg Free Press, of the same date 
says: 

"L. Forrest, of Belleville, Ont., is the inventor 
of a plan for building houses, by which he hopes 
to revolutionize this branch of business. As an 
example of what he proposes to do in this line he 
exhibits on the corner of Mary and Logan streets, 
a little east of Main street, a model house over 
one hundred feet long and two stories high which 
has been erected inside of forty-eight hours. The 
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"A diagram accompanies each building, the in- 
tention of this being to enable purchasers who 
desire to do so, to oversee the erection themselves 
without being under the necessity of employing a 
number of carpenters. 

"A company has been formed for the manu- 
facture of these buildings."

WOODEN BUILDINGS THE MOST 
HEALTHFUL ABODES. 



'Iljlj. Charles Hewitt, in his lecture of " Nygine 
Cr of the Farm House," delivered in the Farmers' 
Lecture Course, at the State University, at Minne- 
apolis, Minn., on February 8th, 1883, pronounces 
wood to be decidedly the best material for build- 
ing purposes; more particularly on account of its 
permeability to air. 

He says: " However built, there should always 
be an air chamber in the walls. A house so built 
is cooler in summer and warmer in winter, acting 
in the same manner as a double window, because 
heat or cold will not go through an air space with 
anything like the rapidity that it will through glass, 
wood or metal." 

He also states that no house should contain 
a particle of wall paper. He calls it "a sanitary 
abomination." 

Forrest's Portable Houses arc constructed of 
wood, in such a manner as to edfectually exclude 
drafts, frost, moisture, etc., etc. ; and having the 
air space, so very essential, seems just the thing to 
meet the necessary sanitary requirements. 

They are neatly finished inside and out, so 
that they can be stained or painted any required 
tint (such finish being the most fashionable), and 
this allows washing when necessary, and imparts 
purity, cleanliness and htalthfulncss instead of 
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an accumulation of filth year after year and 
adding to its poisonous effects with paper-hang- 
ings that have been already steeped in poisonous 
dyes. 

If required, paper hangings can be used and 
the partitions deafened by first tacking a covering 
of thick building paper on the walls and then cov- 
ering with paper hangings in the usual way.

cent more material than is really wanted, as there 
generally is that much waste. Then again the ma- 
terial is not of uniform length which will again 
take up another ten per cent more room than is 
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actually occupied, and also every individual piece 
of lumber has lo be handled separately, whereas 
iti shipping one of our houses the sections are all 
of a uniform size and just the width lo fit on a wa- 
gon, and each section is a size that can be handled 
in about the same space of time that it takes to 
handle an individual board, thus greatly facilitating 
shipments, and little or no waste room is taken up 
by irregulations which occur in ordinary lumber 
on account of difference in length.

The roof should be 
painted by all mcam as soon as possible, and kept 
so. Oxide of iron paint is about the best for that 
purpose, it does not cost much to cover it and will 
always pay for the expenditure.
